I os the Scepter of theſe three Nations for the ſpace of 
480 five years, and laid the beſt foundations his ſhort 

A. and troubleſome Reign would give leave to have 
8 continued his poſterity in the ſame unlimited domi- 
| nion; declaring, when death ſummoned him to 
account ( if we may credit the greateſt of our preſent Rulers ) his 
eldeſt Son Richard his Succeſſor in his uſurped dominion, and leaving 
his Son Henry Lord Lieutenant or Viceroy of Ireland, and his Daughter 
Fleetwood married to the Commander in chief under him of the Army, 
( which they had very far new moddelled for their turn) and the moſt 

obable comperitor for ſucceſſion in the Protector ſhip. Now that 
ubtle Lambert was upon diſcovery, his active undermining ſpirit re- 
moved from all places of truſt and opporruniries of doing miſchief. 

In this poſture of affairs was Exgland and the dominions thereof, 
when the Lhen was forced to quit his piey ; of whom I will ſay no more, 
becauſe he is gone to his on place, and where I can ſpeak no good of 
the dead, I hold it almoſt a duty to ſay no evil. 

The Protector being interre _ the Kings #nd Queens at 
Weſtminſter, ( at a vaſter charge then had been uſed upon like occaſions 
in the richeſt rimes ) death giving him that honour which he had 
aſficed to, but durſt not embrace in his life time; his Son Richard, an 
honeſt private Gentleman well beloved in Hampſhire » the Country 
where he lived, aſcended the thrope by the invitat on and incourage- 
ment of Fleetwecd, Desborouzh, Sydenham, the two Fones's , Thurloe, 
and others the Relations and Conkdenes- of his Father, and by the 
conttivance of rhe Court received congratulations (prepared at #bite- 
hall ) from moſt of the Counties, Citzes and chief Towns of England,

This new kind of Parliament being met at the time and place a 
pointed, God had ſo well ordered the Hectiont, norwichſtanding 
practices of men, that their Eng#ſh Spirit quickly appeared both a- 
gainſt Impoſitions from Court and Army. And though their Counſels 
were at firſt interrupted with an Act of Recognition of the ProteRRor, 
prepared and brought in by the Court, which took up the firſt fortnight 
of their time upon the very point of Recognition, yer they were at 
leagrh extricated from that difficulty by the Ex1edient of an honeſt 
Gentleman, in paſſing theſe votes on Monday the fourteench of February 
1658, without any diviſion or negative.

Their next work was to appoint a Committee for InſpeRion into the 
Accounts and revenue of Common-wealth, which had been la- 
mentably ſquandred and waſted ever ſince 1648, (whenthe major part 
ef the Parliament, called in 17* Carols, was forceably impriſoned and 
ſecluded by the Army and their feHow members) and rwelve Members 
verſcd in matters of Account, whereof Mr, Scowen was in the Chair, 
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lecked for this work, and fully impowered for the work they 
had in hand, in order to the retrenching and leſſeuing the charge of the

And had afterwards ſeveral dayes debate by order concerning the 
bounding of the chief Megiſtrace# Power, and the Bounds. and Powers 
of anorher Houſe, in relation to the former votes, but could come to 
no reſolurion thereupon, the Court Party ſtickling hard for the Powers 


given them by the Petition and Advice, and the boneſt Patriots of 


the Houſe ( whoſe weighty reaſons then convinced the Common. wealth 
party now ruling to go along with them) denying it to be a Law, being 
obtained by force and excluſion of above a hundred Members in the 
year 1 656, by which force alſo the purſe wes taken from the Commons 
by ſerling a revenue ef thirteen hundred thouſand pounds a year, in 
perperuity of the Command of the fingle perſon. and the ruling Mem- 
bers of the Other Houſe, being moſt of them ( fficers of the Army and 
Courriers : which being allowed for Law, the people would have been 
abſolute ſla ves to their power, and purſe, ſtolen from the Commons as 
aforeſaid. | 

Whileſt the remper of the Houſe was thus tryed, and they appeared 
ſufficiently to be Eng/ſh men, divers of the Mer bers of Scotland and 
Ireland joyning with them in the ſame reſolucions, by the joynt advice 
of the Court and Army party, the queſtion of Tranſafling wh the per- 
ſons ſitting in the Other Houſe, as an Houſe of Parliament, was fer 
before them, upon prerended grounds of Law and Neceſſity, and b 
argumenrs of Force and Interpoſition from the Army, a d of Impoſ- 
fibiliry to proceed in any thing without the faid Other Houſe. is 
Attempt was as ſtoutly oppoſed for fourteen dayes by the moderate ho- 
neſt Patriots of the Houſe as the former ; the undoubred Right of the 
ancient Peers aflerred, and all rhe ſaid grounds and arguments conſu- 
ted, except that of Force, which was not to take place with any thin 
like a free Parliament of o- men : Bur in the cloſe of the fourteen 
dayes debate, wherein much of the honeſty , ingenuity and courage of 
the Engl;ſh Nation did appear, ( ſeeing all Affairs at a ſtand till ſome- 
thing were reſolved in this point) they came in a very full Houſe to 
this well qualified Reſolution ;

That this Houſe will rranſa& with the perſons now firting in the 
Other Houſe, as an Houſe of Parliament, during this preſent Parlia- 
ment + And that it is not hereby intended to exclude ſuch Peers 25 have 
been faithful co the Parliament from their priviledge of being ducly 
ſummoned to be Members of that Houſe. 
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The Hauſe of Commens (between the Protector the Other Houſey 


and the General Councel of Officers noꝶ ſummoned to meer ar Fa 
ford houſe) may well be conceived at this time to have had a Wolf by 
the can, and (. hay.ng ſhewed chamſctves Ragliſh mon and not Slaves V 
had reaſon to entertain wary counſels ; having ſome of their owne 
Members undermining, chem withour. ores ; and foreſceing a Diflolu- 
tion, though not knowing whether they ſhould die a violent or natu- 
ral death, or have a mixt kind of deceaſe, as ir fell our afterwards : 
And therefore they reſolved not to own them in che Other Houſe as 
Lords, but called them, Ihe perſons nom fitting in the other Houſe as a Reuſe 
of Parliament;neither would they treat and confer withthemyin the uſual 
way as with the Houſe of Peers, and therefore found out the new word-of 
Tranſadting; and not intending to have to do with them, but for a t l; 
they limited the time to be during this preſent Parliament, which they 
foreſaw would not be long; and to muzzle the new inconſiderable Up- 
ſtarts ſufficiently ( if they ſhould take too much upon them) they aſ- 
ſerted the Priviledge of the ancient Peers as à good reſerve, if 
the Parliament ſhould by the Protector and Army be ſuffered. upon ſe- 
cond thoughts to fit lenger then was at ſirſt intended. And reſolved alſo, 
That they would receive no Meſſage from thoſe perſons ſitting in the 
Other Heuſe, but by ſome of theit owne number. 
The Houſe of Commons by this time had alſo by a Saving in a Vote 
concerning the Fleet aſſerted their intereſs in the Militia , and had un- 
det conſideration an Act for taking away all Laws, Statutes and Ordi - 
nances concerning the Exciſe and N Impoſt, and concerning Cu- 
ſtomes, Tunnage and Poundage , after three years. And hed vindi- 
cared the Peoples liberties ,' by ſetr:ing Major General Overton and 
Mr. Portman, and d'vers others (illegally camminted by the late Protes 
ctor) at liberty without paying Fees , and declaring their impriſon« 
ments and detention illega band unjuft ; and had their new Lord Jailot 
ir ffead and others at their Bar under queſtion for the ſame. And had al- 
ſo a high reſentment of the illegal ſending ſreeborn Enz iſh men againſt 
their wills to the Barbadors and other forrainPlantations,and to the Ifles 
of Gueraty and 7erſry,out of the reach of the Writ of Habeas corpus, and 
had appointed a ftri& Bill ro be prepared for remedy thereof, And had 
examined and. diſcovered many other Grievances breught upon the 
Pcople by the Officers and Farmers of Exciſe and others; and by Major 
Generals, amongſt which Rutkey was for his inſolent actings and high 
sffronrs to the Law and Courts of Juſtice , put out of the Commiſſion 
of the Peace, and a Committee appeinted to draw up an Impeach- 
ment 2gainſt him, The Committee alfo'for Inſpection, before mentio- 
ned, had brought in and reported to the Houſe the ſtare of the Accounts 
and Publick , and of the Martial and Civil Liſts in the three Nations, 
by which k did appear, That the yearly Incomes of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, came ro Eghicen haadrtd ſixty eight theuſand ſeven GE 
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- ſeventees pounds + And the yearly Iſſues to, Two millions. two bun- 
ed and ane thouſand fue hundred and forty pounds . So that Three han- 
dred thirty. two t eight hundred twenty three pounds of debt iricur- 
red yearly by the, ill management of double the Revenue that ever 
=_ of Exgland enjoyed: And to maintain the unjuſt Conqueſt of 
and, coſt 2 hundred ſixty three theuſand ſiæ hundred and 
nineteen pounds more the Revenue it yeelds, 

Many other iculars were under their conſidetation, as to the 
Roligion and Civil Rights of the People, too long now to be mentio- 
ned; bar in ſhort, to give them their due, they did ſome good whileſt 

ſate both ro the Publick and particulars, and intended much more, 
and did no hurt, gave no Cffices nor Gratuities to themſelves our of 
the Publick Treaſure , nor granted any money from the People; which 
in more than can be ſaid of any Parliament in our memory. 

Proceeding thus ſucceſsfully and hopefully ro ihe general ſatisfa ction 
of che People in the three Nations, who choſe them ; the Prore&or and 
chief Officers of che Army, who were jealous of one another beſore, and 
Competitors for Government, grew now jcalous of the Houſe of Com. 
mons alſo , who being the Repreſentatives of the People, were become 
alſo their Minjons and Favourites, It was therefore now thought ſeaſo- 
nable to contend among themſelves for the Power , before the People 
ſhould recover it from them both: In order to which, the General 
Councel of Officers kept their conſtant Mectirgs at # allineford-houſe , 
and the Protector with his Party countermined them at #'bnebali. The 
Reſult of the Officers aſſembliug was a Repreſcniation to the Protect ir, 
which was publiſhed by the Offi er own order, the ſeventh of April; 
and the day aſter a Copy thereof ſent ine loſed by the Protecter in a Ler- 
rer tothe Speaker of the Houſe, 

This Repreſentation was like Lightning before 1 hunder, both to the 
Prote tur and the houſe ; for though it hath ſome teeming fair Prok ſ- 
ſions intermixed, it is ritten in ſuch a canting equivocating language, 
whercof the Sword was like to be Interpreter, tha: the ſting was eatily 
vifible through the honey, and their former actions and ſuitahle conti- 
nuing honeſty better credited then their words, 

Hereupon the ProteQor begins too late to think of ſecuring himſelf 
from being ſurprix ed with their complewents,and ſtands upon hs guard, 
And the Commons houſe,as became E1gl:ſhmen, wiſely and coutagiou ſly 
reſolyed io let the Officers know that they took them Mill to be their 
Bervants, though they had for too many years ill deſerved their wages, 


rebelling and uſurping the Government at their pleaſure; and inten- 


ding to try what rhey meant by the Gao Gid cauſe, Which, as they 
ſecmed to repreſent it, ſmelt of Gunpowder and ball, and whether the 
repentance held forth in cheir ſaid Repreſentation were real or Mili ar y,

Whileſt the houſe ſpent rhe reſt of their time in confidering how to 
provide money, without laying new burthens on the people, great con- 
reſts grew between the Protefor and the oppoſite Officers of the Army, 
both ſides keeping guards night and day againſt one another, the Pro- 
tector having in purſuance of the votes of the houſe forbidden rhe 
meetings of the Officers, | 

In this divided poſture, aftairs continued till Friday the 22. of April 
on which morning early,Fleetwood the Protectors brother,Desborovgh his 
uncle, and the reſt ot the mutineus Officers, carrying the greater part of 
the Army after them, and the Prore&ors partie flinching,the Conqueſt 
Vas made without one drop of blood, (which was ſtrange in ſo ancient, 
hereditary. juſt, and undoubted « Title) and the Protector forced to con- 
ſent to a Commiſſion and Proclamation ready prepared, giving Bexho- 
rough and others power to diflolve the Parliament, contrary to the beſt 
advice, and his own Intezeſs and Promiſe, And accordingly the fame 
day, the Black Rod was ſent twice to the Houſe of Commons (frem 
Fiennes Speaker of the Other houſe ) for them to come thither, but 
— admitted him not in, and much ſcorned the motion, having ever 
looked upon that Muſhrum Houſe as the Lower Houſe and their on 
creature, the language being to ſend down to the Other Houſe, when 
they ſent the Declaration for a Faſt, for a trial of tranſacting with them: 
And therefore underſtanding there were _ of Horſe and Foot in 
the Pallace yard , after ſome motions made by Mr. Reightty, Sir Arthur 
Haſelrig 


otector, and boch 
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Haſelrig and otbers, wherein Sir Arthur exceeded; That the 
Houſe ſhould fiſt declare it Treaſon for any perſons hatſoe ver 
to put force upon any Members of the Houſz ; and next, that all 
Votes, Acts, and Reſolutions, paſſed by any Members of Iarliament, 
when che reſt were derained from, or taken out of the Houſe by force, 
ſhould be null and yoid, and other motions becoming Engliſhmen to 
that end, judging themſelves under a force, and finding they were very 
unanimous, though near 400 in the Houle , in the things propoſed, 
they reſolved no Queſtion, but adjourned till Monday morning the 
twenty fifth ef April, and attended the Speaker in order thorovgh 
weftminſter-ball to his Coach in face of the Souldiery, 

Now the Court (according to the guiſe of the world in like accidents) 
ſhruak out of Whitehall into Wallingford Houſe : And Fleetwood, Desbo- 
reuch,and the reſt of the Officers, great and ſmall, took the Government 
into their own hands, the Houſe of Commons being ſhur up, and en- 
trance denied to the Members when they came on Monday ( even to 
Sir Henry Vane and Sir Arthur Haſelrig themſelves) according to 
d jh urament, the Court of requeſts and all avenues being full of Soul- 
diers, wl told the Members that they muſt fir no more. 

After the Oſſi ers had new moddel'd themſelves, caſttering Whaley, 
Eurol thy Goffe, and divers others of the ProreRors party, and reſtotir g 
Lamber!, Haſelrir, Okey, and others diſplaced by !'re!eAor Oliver, and 
played w:th the Government for a few dayes, and grew weary of it, (the 
iner: or Officers and the Pamphlets (that new fle ab ut daily w thout 
controul) carry'rg things beyond the intent on of the Chief Officers, 
why would h ve let the Protector a Dxxe of Venice for hs Fathers 
ſake who raiſed hem, and their relation to him, which they had for- 
gotten till now) they ſent ro ſome of their old hacknry drudges of 
the Long Parliament then in Iondeu, who they knew would do any thing 
fo they might be ſuffered to Gr , and on the fifth and ſixth days of May 
had conference With th:m, the laſt of which was at their never failing 
Speaker the Maſter of thr Rowles Houſe in chancery lane, where bork 
Officer, v. Lambert who had already gorren his old place, and others 
with him, and Members, v.. Sir H ry Vane, Sir Arthur Haſelrig, 
Ludlow, Fehn Fanat, Mr. Chaloner, Mr. Scot, and others, te the number 
of twenty, lolicited ill am Lenthall Eſquire to fir Speaker again, bur 
he objected ſcruples in judgment and conſcience, ( which ave nor yer 
nſwered nor never will:) nevertheleſs Frveteen Articles between the 
Officers and ſome of the Members (who it ſeems over corfid: n ly 
undertook for the reſt) being firſt agreed on ar ſome of their meetings, 
they reſolved to meet in the Houſe on S turdai the 7. of May; yet that 
they might do ic by ſurpriſe, they gave out that they would nor fir till 
Tur/day the tenth of May : But the Itch of ambition and Lording it 
over the prople, giving them no quiet, on Saturday the Teverch of

And accordingly on Monday the 9. of My they went to miner, 
where underſtanding that there were no Guards upon the Houſe , 
Mr,Anſlry, Mr Pryone and Mr. Finnger/o d went upto the H ule, and 
bad fre: 2dmicrane, receiving the Declaration of the 72. of May at 
the dore, which were publithed this day; but Vir, Anſty walking after- 
war into the Hall (the Houſe not bang ready to fit) to let the Mem- 
bers know, tha though they were repulſed by force ondð He Hhuſe 
was open tor honeſt men this diy ; at his return, Captain Lew of 

B 3 Gofe's 
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Goffe's Regiment (as he confefled himſelf) and other Officers denyed 
him entrance; he asking them whether they were a Committee to judge 
of Members without dores'? they (aid No, but they were commanded 
by their ſuperior Officers to let none in that had nor fare till April, 
1653. Aiter ſome reaſoning the caſe with them, che Captain told 
Mr. Anſley , that if he would give his Paroll to return without Sitting, 
he might gb ja and ſpeak with whom he pleaſed ; ſo upon his Paro!! 
paſſed to the Captain, he was permitted to go in the ſecond time, and 
ſoon after returned, telling the Captain as he came out that he had 
kept his Paroll, and wiſped he and the Souldiers would do the like. 
Mr. Prynne continued ſtill there, and reſolved ſo to do, ſince he ſaw 
there was force again upon the Houſe, The diſcourſe Mr. Pryne had 
within dores, and how he made them loſe that morning, · and adjourn 
by reaſon of his preſence, without che Speakers raking the Chair, you 
may expect from another Pen, And how he attempted to fir again in 
the 8irernoon , but found there a Troop of Horſe , and two Compa- 
nies of Red Coats Keepers of the Liberties of England, and ſo bid them 
farewell ; immediately after v ch, to prevent furt her inter ruption in 
their works of . from honeſt men, they barred the d ore againſt 
zhree parts of four o the Members of the Houſe by the follow ing Voit: 


Ordred, 

That ſuch perſons heretofore Members of this Parliament, 
as have not ſate in this Parliament ſince the year 1648, and have 
not ſubſcribed the Engagement in the Roll of Engagement of this 
Houſe, ſhall not fit in this Houſe till further order of the Parlia- 
ment, 


Whereupon, Sir George Booth, Mr Anſl:y. Mr, Knightley, Mr, Prynne, 
and che reſt who had agreed on a Letter to be ſent ro them, finding 
them in their old remper of trampling the Priviledges of Parliament 
under foot, and Judging without Heating, reſolyed to make no ap- 
plication ro them. 


Bur a Copy of the Letter coming to my hands, I judge it fo 
worthy of the perſons that ſubſcribed it, and of the publick view ,
